Dress Rules. 


THE VIRTUAL ELIMINATION of Unlveraity-wlde 
dress regulations (See story, page 1) represents both 
an added right and responsibility for the student 
body. 

While neatness in dress is basically an IndlTidual 
matter, there may be times when the rl^ts (rf 
others could be ]eopardiaed by the carelessness of 
a few. The Student Life Committee has, therefore, 
given to the student body the power of setting for 
itself its own dress standards. 

However, this power must be exercised carefully 
and wisely or (he era of edicts from above will 
once again be at hand. 

Rallies and Reality... 

DESPITE THE ENTHUSIASTIC RECEPTION to 
last Tuesday’s rally on “Free Speech and the Drafts 
there are still some (seeletters,thispage) who be- 
lieve that the rally was an inappropriate action for 
students, or at least for the St^ent Council to 
sponsor. 

We disagree on both counts. 

The argument that students should concentrate on 
theory alone during their college years, delaying 
until later their grappling with the real Issues of the 
day, is an old one. However, it has gained little with 

*«e- 

No one would deny that it is foolish for students 
to take to the picket lines even before they are fa- 
miliar withtheunderlyingtheorles and issues. How- 
ever, in the intellectual atmoq[)here of auplversity 
community, it would be foolish, even wasteful, to 
concentrate on theory alone. Certainly, for the 
theories to be meaningful they must be closely in- 
tegrated with contemporary reality. 

To those who would deny the authority of the Stu- 
dent Council to concern itself with such areas, our 
reaction can only be one of incredulity. Who, after 
all, is the most representative — the Student Council, 
elected by the student body, or the various politloal 
clubs, representing only a tiny minority of the stu- 
dents on campus? 

Programs such as the rally held last Tuesday are 
one Suable method of enabling students to ef- 
fectively combine ths complex realities of their 
world with the basic, simplified theories to which 
they are exposed in the classroom. 

But for Oese programs to continue to be suc- 
cessful they must receive the cooperation of a 
broadly based constituency, such as only the Student 
Council possesses. 

Indeed, such programs both need aitd merit en- 
couragement and (xmtinuance, not petty diqiarage- 
meitt.

THE COLLEGES and univer- 
sities ot the Washington area 
genaraUy have excellent and 
wldewiread dramatic programs. 
M GW’S Is lagging behind the 
rest and always has. 

This Is probably due to the 
locatloo of the University. Em- 
bedded In the city with no Ca:m- 
pus, there Is no desperate need 
for a self-contained drama pro- 
gram. The city offers such wide 
dramatic opportunities that most 
students te^ to Integrate their 
needs Into the city’s offerings and 
don’t have any urge to participate 
In GW programs. 

Another hindrance is the wide, 
constantly In use Usnar stage. 
Use of the auditorium is generally 
planned a year ahead of time and 
it IS vlrtaally Impossible to set 
up any complete reheer-ialsched- 
ule tor the stags. 

Plans tor the new StudantCmi- 
ter which should be cong>leted 
sometime in IMS Include a small- 
er, all-Unlvarslty auditorium 
which should help matters con- 
siderably. 

Meanwhile, two plays or 
nhislcals per year la not much. 
GW now has the capacity and 
talent In Its student body to pro- 
duce an Increased number of 
plays.

If a stage could be found tor

Can Motivation 
Spell Succes$ 
For Students? 

Jackson, Tana. (D’)-Hownnich 
doss a student’s motivation In- 
flnence' Us academic parform- 
anea? Can you reliably prsdlct 
his grades from scores on a 
motlvatloB test? 

Union UnlTarslty asked the 
Rsaaareh Ssrvlca of The Amer- 
ican College Tasting Program to 
help their test and measurement 
psychologists eaplore these 
questions. First, tha university 
administered a brief eaper- 
Imental Inventory (the Sims 
Fields -of -Study Motivation 
Record) to Its 1964 entering 
freshmen to measure motivation 
for academic acUsvamant in tan 
fields of study. 

Neat, scores on tha motivation 
record were compared with the 
stodants' first semester grades. 
Union’s director of tasting, Louis 
Snellgrove, foundtbattha motiva- 
tion raoord provldsd vahiabtoln- 
lormatton for uaa In predicting 
grades la English, mathsnudlcs 
and the natural sclancas. 

Tha university tbsn asked 
ATC’s research staff to further 
explore tha vahia of the Sims 
motivation raoord as a predictor. 
By reporting scores on this 
axpartmantal dsvlea as local 
predictors. Union was able to 
discover sddltlonal facts about 
these nwaauras through ACT’S 
Research Service. 

Results suggest that tna motl- 
vatton scores atone were less 
accurata pradlctors of collage 
achlaventont at UUon than ware 
tha standard ACT prodletors — 
four ACT scores (last) and four 
Ugh school grades. Howuvnr, a 
formula that comUnad the 81ms 
moUvatton scores with ACT data 
iBcraasad the accuracy of pre- 
dictions at Union as compared 
with those obtained from ACT
